THE SECURITY COUNCIL HELD CONSULTATIONS MARCH 15. AND THE 
FIRST FORMAL MEETING ON MOZAMBIQUE SANCTIONS OFFSET IS 
SCHEDULED FOR AFTERNOON MARCH 16. AMB SALIM (TANZANIA) 

PROPOSED THAT QUESTION OF EXPANDED RHODESIAN SANCTIONS SHOULD 
LOGICALLY FALLOW ON AFTER MOZAMBIQUE OFFSET. AND COUNCIL 
MEMBERS CONCURRED. (LATER, HE AGREED TO BE FLEXIBLE ON 
DATE.) SALIM AND THE SECRETARY GENERAL BOTH RECOUNTED 
TALKS THEY HAD HAD WITH MOZAMBIQUE FOREIGN MINISTER CHISSANO 
IN WHICH THEY EMPHASIZED THEIR DESIRE THAT DEBATE 
CONCENTRATE ON ECONOMIC RATHER THAN POLITICAL QUESTIONS. 

THE FRENCH SUGGESTED DESIRABILITY OF SENDING MISSION TO

SAID THAT IF RESOLUTION IS APPROVED HE INTENDS TO SEND

GENEVA CONTINUE. WALDHEIM TOLD AMB BENNETT THAT IN HIS 
MEETINGS WITH THE PORTUGUESE AND INDONESIANS THE IDEA 
EMERGED THAT WINSPEARE HOLD MEETINGS IN GENEVA INCLUDING

ALTHOUGH THE ATMOSPHERE OF THE FINAL SESSION WAS SOMEWHAT

MEXICO HAS MOVED FROM: (A) 1970 POSITION REGARDING

AS THE LOS CONFERENCE OPENED MARCH 15, SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM 
DREW ATTENTION TO KEY ISSUES CONFRONTING THE CONFERENCE, 

AND PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA), STRESSING THAT THE 
DELEGATES' DUTY "IS TO NEGOTIATE," PROPOSED THAT THE 
CHAIRMEN PROCEED IMMEDIATELY TO THEIR COMMITTEES TO NEGOTIATE 
ON THE INFORMAL TEXT. HE SAID HE WOULD CONFER AT LEAST ONCE 
WEEKLY WITH THE CHAIRMEN ON PROGRESS BEING MADE, AND NO 
REPORTS SHOULD BE PRESENTED BY GROUPS UNLESS AGREEMENT WAS

COMMITTEE ON CONFERENCES - 

THE COMMITTEE AGREED MARCH 5 THAT MAIOR STATEMENTS IN THE 
COMMITTEE ON THE EXERCISE OF THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF THE 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE WOULD BE REPRODUCED IN FOUR LANGUAGES 
AND CIRCULATED AS OFFICIAL UN DOCUMENTS. THIS WAS SUGGESTED 
BY THE DIRECTOR OF THE EDITORIAL AND OFFICIAL RECORDS 
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DIVISION, WHO SAID THAT THE SAME PROCEDURE HAD BEEN FOLLOWED 
BY THE COMMITTEE ON THE CHARTER LAST YEAR. THE DEPUTY 
DIRECTOR OF THE OFFICE OF LEGAL AFFAIRS SAID THAT THE LEGAL OFFICE

COMMITTEE ON RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE - 

SYRIAN REPRESENTATIVE ALLAF, ONLY SPEAKER IN GENERAL DEBATE 
IN COMMITTEE MARCH 15, EXPRESSED THE VIEW THAT, IF THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL FAILED - BECAUSE OF ’ABUSE" OF THE VETO - TO TAKE 
STEPS TO "GUARANTEE" THE PROGRAM OF IMPLEMENTATION OF PALESTINIAN 
RIGHTS WHICH THIS COMMITTEE WOULD PROPOSE, THE COMMITTEE 
SHOULD RECOMMEND THAT THE GA ITSELF CARRY OUT SUCH ACTION. 

HE ALSO SUGGESTED CREATING A UN COUNCIL FOR PALESTINE, 

ALONG THE LINES OF THE UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA, TO CARRY OUT 
THE PROPOSED PROGRAM OF IMPLEMENTATION OF PALESTINIAN 
RIGHTS. CHAIRMAN FALL (SENEGAL) REPORTED THAT THE COMMITTEE 
ON CONFERENCES DECIDED THAT ALL MAJOR STATEMENTS MADE IN 
THE COMMITTEE ON THE RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS SHOULD BE 
TRANSCRIBED IN THE FOUR WORKING LANGUAGES - ENGLISH. 

FRENCH, RUSSIAN AND SPANISH - AND MADE AVAILABLE AS 
OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS TO COMMITTEE MEMBERS. DURING A BRIEF 
DISCUSSION, THE TUNISIAN REPRESENTATIVE ASKED IF THE TRANSCRIPT 
COULD BE MADE AVAILABLE ALSO IN ARABIC, AND UNDER 
SECRETARY GENERAL LEWANDOWSKI POINTED OUT THAT THE EXISTING 
ARRANGEMENT WAS FOR ONLY THE GA AND ITS MAIN COMMITTEES 
TO HAVE SERVICE IN THE ARABIC LANGUAGE. THE COMMITTEE 
APPROVED IRAQ'S REQUEST FOR OBSERVER STATUS AT ITS MEETINGS. 

AT ITS NEXT MEETING MARCH 17, THE COMMITTEE WILL HEAR THE 
REPRESENTATIVE OF JORDAN, AND THE PLO REPRESENTATIVE IS TO 
PRESENT A FORMULATION OF LEGAL QUESTIONS ON WHICH ADVISORY 
OPINIONS MIGHT BE REQUESTED FROM THE INTERNATIONAL COURT OF 
JUSTICE. 

ALLAF GAVE A DETAILED REVIEW OF THE "AGONIZING EVENTS" 

OVER THE YEARS, BEGINNING WITH THE "DISMEMBERING OF PALESTINE." 

HE DECLARED THAT GA RESOLUTION 3236(XXIX) HAD BECOME "THE 
BIBLE OF THE PALESTINIAN RIGHTS" AND WAS THE "CONSTITUTION" 

OF THIS COMMITTEE. IT SEEMED TO HIM THAT THE BEST APPROACH 
MIGHT BE TO CONSIDER THE VARIOUS RIGHTS, ONE AFTER THE OTHER, 

TO DETERMINE THE NATURE OF THE IMPEDIMENT BLOCKING ITS 
REALIZATION, AND THEN TO TRY TO FIND WAYS OF OVERCOMING 
THOSE IMPEDIMENTS. HE SAID THAT TO ENABLE THE PEOPLE 
OF PALESTINE TO REGAIN NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE AND SOVEREIGNTY, 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IT WAS INDISPENSABLE TO LIBERATE ITS TERRITORY FROM ALIEN 
OCCUPATION AND TO END THE EXODUS OF THE PALESTINIAN REFUGEES. 
THEN IT WAS UP TO THE PEOPLE OF PALESTINE TO DECIDE 
WHEN AND HOW ITS NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE SHOULD BE EXPRESSED 
WITHIN AN INDEPENDENT ENTITY OF ITS OWN AND IN ITS TERRITORY. 
PALESTINE. THE EXERCISE BY THE PALESTINIANS OF THE RIGHT 
TO RETURN MUST BE CARRIED OUT IMMEDIATELY, AS STATED 
BY THE PLO REPRESENTATIVE. AND MUST NOT AWAIT ANY POLITICAL 
ARRANGEMENTS. 

ALLAF, CONTINUING, SAID ISRAEL'S ADMISSION TO THE UN 
HAD BEEN CONDITIONAL, AND ITS REFUSAL TO ALLOW THE PALESTINAIN 
REFUGGES TO RETURN WOULD BE A CLEAR VIOLATION OF THAT CONDITION, 
"AND WOULD CONSEQUENTLY MAKE NECESSARY THE RECONSIDERATION 
OF THIS MATTER.” THE SAME APPLIED TO ISRAEL'S VIOLATION OF 
RESOLUTION 181(11), THE PARTITION RESOLUTION. THE RIGHT TO 
RETURN WAS "ABSOLUTE" AND MUST HAVE PRIORITY OVER ANY OTHER 
FORM OF SUBSTITUTE ARRANGEMENTS SUCH AS COMPENSATION. THE 
COMMITTEE SHOULD RECOMMEND THAT THE SC "GUARANTEE” THE 
CARRYING OUT OF THE PROPOSED PROGRAM OF IMPLEMENTATION OF 
PLAESTINIAN RIGHTS, AND IN THE NOT-SO-REMOTE CASE OF OBSTRUCTION 
IN THE SC, THROUGH "ABUSE" OF THE RIGHT OF VETO, THE COMMITTEE 
SHOULD RECOMMEND THAT THE GA ITSELF CARRY OUT ITS 
RESPONSIBILITIES IN THE MATTER. IF NEEDED, THE CREATION OF A 
UN COUNCIL FOR PALESTINE SHOULD BE ENVISAGED, ON THE LINES OF 
THE UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA. ALLAF SPOKE OF THE JANUARY 
SC DEBATE AND THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WHICH HAD NOT BEEN 
ADOPTED BECAUSE OF THE U.S. VETO. HE SAID THAT RESOLUTION, 
AFFIRMING THE BASIC ELEMENTS FOR A JUST AND LASTING PEACE
